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With reſpect to thoſe who have Jet the houſe 
with credit, we have had the pleaſure to hear 
the moſt favourable accounts in general: they 
turn out good ſervants, and have approved 
themſelves to the families in which they are 
placed, and in which we have the ſatis faction 
to find that they continue; a very ſmall num- 
ber only excepted. 

For thoſe who have been Aiſniſed the bouſe, for 
irregularities, it is but juſtice to ſay, that though

And as in the firſt inſtitution 
one Matron'only was provided, the multiplicity 
of whoſe neceſſary attendance upon the other 
buſineſs of the houſe, prevented her conſtant 
preſence with the women ; a proper check upon 
them was wanting, to ſtifle little quarrels, cor- 
rect refractory tempers, and diſcourage petulant 
and opprobrious language.

They are divided, according to the original 
plan, into ſeparate claſſes; over each of which a 
"ſuperior preſides, who is treated by thoſe in her 
claſs with becoming reſpect, and is accountable 
for their work and behaviour. Several, who 
were totally ignorant on their admiſſion, have 
been taught to read by their ſuperiors : proper 
books for inſtruction and amuſement are ſup- 
plied them; and every method is taken to ſhew 
them the excellence of the choice they have made, 

and to eſtabliſh their minds in that divine religion, 

a ſerious regard to which can alone influence 

effectually their moral conduct. Now, it is but 
" reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that ſuch women will be 
found faithful and excellent ſervants, whoſe 
| woeful experience hath taught them the ſad con- 
ſequences of a deviation from virtue; whoſe 
minds have been diligently cultivated with the 

- beſt inſtructions, and whoſe induſtrious way of 
life in, and attendance upon, the buſineſs of the 
houſe, muſt neceſſarily qualify them for all 
menijal offices.

As an encouragement to the women who have 
been diſmiſſed reputably, and in order to provide 
them all decent and proper neceſſaries, a ſum of 
money hath been uſually given, more or leſs, 


according to their exigence, merit, or ſituation 


in life from two guineas and a half to five gui- 
neas—to the amount of 2700 pounds, and up- 
wards : and provided they continue a year and a 


day in their places, to the ſatisfaction of their 


maſters and miſtreſſes, they are allowed one 
guinea. As moſt of the poor objects who 
have eſcaped from looſe houſes, have come al- 
moſt naked, or with borrowed cloaths to appear 
in, this too hath been a ſource of large expence: 


For it hath been neceſſary, on that account, to 


provide cloaths even for thoſe who have been j ig- 
nominiouſly diſmiſſed, as they could not be ſuf= 


ſered to go gut in the Uuiferm worn in the houſe. 
Beſides this, the major part of the young wo- 
men, in a little tim̃e after their admiſſion, have 


been ill, in conſequence of the great change in

Hence hath ariſen a double evil ; not only the 
| loſs of their time and induſtry, but the expence 
of medicine, which hath annually amounted to 
upwards of 150 pounds, though ſparingly admi- 
niſtered, and charged very low; and though the 
Phyſicians and Surgeons generouſly give their at- 
tendance. The neceſſary repairs, furniture, &c- 
of the houſe and chapel, have, as might be ex- 
pected, amounted to no inconſiderable height: 
— But the bounty of the benevolent hath riſen 
above all theſe great and extraordinary ex- 
pences; and we have no reaſon to doubt, nay 
we have the utmoſt encouragement to hope,

A large proportion 
of thoſe unfortunate young creatures, who, 
under the burden of every miſery, have ſought 
this ſole retreat from their wretchedneſs, have, 
by the bleſſing of God, and to the great com- 
fort of the friends of this Charity, being re- 
ſtored to all things valuable upon earth; and 
what is of moſt importance, to the probable 
expeQation of eternal happineſs in Heaven. 
| There cannot be a greater ſatisfaction than 
to know, and be aſſured of the felicity of thoſe 
whom Providence hath made us the bleſſed in- 
ſtruments of reſcuing, from extreme diſtreſs.

or to admit any uſeful hints, which ſeriouſneſs 
and ſobriety may urge, for the advancement 
of the good work, and the furtherance of 
its utility.

and all the ſigns and fruits of reformation, 
which could be fancied or formed, have and 
continue to ſhew themſelves. 

_ Surely they who have talked of this de- 
ſign, as. of a ſcheme to waſh Ethiopians 
white, muſt have been very inattentive 
obſervers of human nature; muſt have con- 
ſidered but very ſuperficially the end and de- 
ſign of the religion of Chri/t, 

For all the world knows the miſery and 
diſtreſs of theſe objects: every man who 
reflects on the true condition of humanity, 
muſt know, that the life of a common pro- 
ſtitute, is as contrary to the nature and con- 
dition of the female ſex, as darkneſs to 
light: and however ſome may be compelled 
to the ſlavery o zit, yet we can never 
imagine every line of right and virtue ob- 
literated in the minds of all of them. And 
indeed, as the voluntary entrance of thoſe - 
who are now in the houſe is a ſufficient

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proof of their wearineſs, and deteſtation of 
this way of life, and a ſtrong recommenda- 
tion in their favour ; ſo from many letters “, 
and many affecting incidents which have

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For the fr; ſurely the objectors muſt 
have had a low opinion of the propoſers

Noble minds are always the moſt "7 
from envy : this is a baneful plant, which 
grows moſt luxuriantly in the worft ſoils: 
But it is well that the preſent undertak- 
ing can never be affected by the malevo- 
lence of the lower ſort; who may regret 
fuch a proviſion for their miſerable, and 
by them judged, utterly unworthy fellow- 
ereatures, but will never be able to pre- 
vent it. Sometimes too, there is a ſtern 


ſeverity even in virtue, which knows not. 


to forgive failings, whereto itſelf is a ſtran- 
ger: and full often we find, that men can 
de extremely rigid to faults of which they 
themſelves are guiltleſs; while they har- 
bour ſins equally. odious and deſtructive in 
their. boſoms, and. can: very readily pardon. 
and paſs over them ;—quick-ſfighted to the 
mote in their brother's, very dim to the 
beam in their own eye. To the latter of 
theſe we would wiſh to recommend - our: 
Saviour's conduct in the caſe of the wo-

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man caught in adultery, and adviſe ſuch as 
are without ſin themſelves 10 caſi the fir 
one. To the former, with all the win- 
ning mildneſs of the father to the elle? ſor 
in the parable, we would reply, It is meet 
that we ſhruld make merry and be glad: fr 
this thy brother, thy fellow creature, and fel- 
low Chriſtian, was dead, and is affos again;

T OTHING can be conceived more ami-

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So that you may obſerve with great plea- 
fure, that the Religion of Chriſt propoſ- 
eth, with the moſt winning benevolence, 


conſolation to ſinners the moſt afflicted, and 


to ſouls the moſt depreſſed; while it en- 
courageth not the leaſt appearance of ini- 
quity, but recommends the moſt ſolid and 
rational piety, in a ſyſtem of laws the moſt 
pure and the moſt perfect that the earth 
ever ſaw; upon motives, the moſt affecting 
and perfuaſive, and under ſanctions the moſt 
holy, awful, and formidable. |

And indeed were thoſe 
in that miſerable condition, either placed i in 
it by their own choice, or detained in it 
by their own free will: had a vicious in- 
clination at firſt introduced, or did the ſame 


vicious inclination continue them in it, 


amidſt repeated opportunities to retrieve and 
return; we would then grant they were 
utterly unworthy the leaſt compaſſion, and 
more beneath humanity than the beaſt that 
periſheth. But when we are fully convinced, 
that different, far different is the truth of the 
caſe; compaſſion pleads their cauſe, and 
humanity urgeth us to their ſuccour od 
redreſs. 

For, though the great author of our being 
bath, for wiſe and good ends, | implanted 
the ſame paſſions in either ſex, and there- 

fore 
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fore tranſgreſſion is as poſſible, and of con- 
ſequence as excuſeable on the weaker ſide, as 
it is on the ſtronger ; yet fact abundantly de- 
monſtrates to us, that men, for the molt part, 
are the Seducers; and the generality of thoſe 
who now claim our aid, have been introduced 
to their miſery by the complicated arts of ſe- 
duction, and by every unjuſtifiable method 
which cruel and brutiſh luſt ſuggeſts to the 
crafty ſeducer. 


And it is well known how. much harder 
the caſe, in this particular, is with the 
female ſex, than with our own. — One 
falſe ſtep. for ever ruins their fair fame; 
blaſts the fragtanee of virgin innocence, and 
conſigns. them. to contempt. and diſgrace !. 
while the author of their diſtreſs may tri-, 
umph in his villainy! and — ſhame to 
human nature—not be branded with: one 
mark of reproach. for the ruin of a fellow- | 
creature!: - |

means, undone, the wretched out · caſt hath:

To prevent this as far as you may, 
and to provide ſome relief for ſufferers ſo 
truly pitiable, is the benevolent and humane 
motive, which hath engaged you, my wor- 
thy Friends, and Brethren, the GoverNoRs: 
and PROMOTERs of this deſign, to unite 
your generous efforts, and to join hand 
and heart in the good cauſe. *

upon any excellent work, till every poſſible 


objection was removed, wound hang in the 


heſitancy of doubt all the days, of his life, and 
waſte uſeful time and talents in fruitleſs en- 


quiries and empty ſpeculations. We muſt 


advance to action with all reaſonable precau- 


tion; proceed with all imaginable activity. 


and care; and obviate with all wiſdam and 
ſagacity every objection, which experience. 


may find prejudicial to.the progreſs of the pur- 
poſed inſtitution, ,

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The objections * indeed raiſed againſt 
this undertaking have been, and are ſo flight 
and inſignificant, that they deferve not to. 
be mention'd. Its utility and' preſent great. 
advancement, above all other arguments, an- 
ſwer every cavil. And whoever are yet but 
ill convinced of its advantage, will be far more 
ſtrikingly, far more feelingly convinced of 
it, by a ſight of the comely order, and de- 
cent appearance found in the public worſhip, 
at the Chapel of the Houſe, (where many have 
lt their objections, and felt its utility). far 
more than from any thing I can urge on its 
behalf.

health and to induſtry, to happineſs and 
to heaven, many, who could otherwiſe nei- 
ther ever have been employed, nor ever re- 
ſtored. 

Let me rot doubt then, that alt of You 
who hear me this day, will readily and 
chearfully join in the beneficent work, and 
contribute as much as you can towards the 

perfection and ſupport of ſo uſeful a deſign. 
At leaſt, if you mean not. to promote, do 
not injure it, and endeavour to prevent its 
ſalutary effects, by futile obſections and uſe- 
leſs infinuations : For as, beyond all con- 
troverſy, the intention of the worthy per- 
ſons, who have engaged in it, is excellent, 
and deſerving the higheſt applauſe; as their

So ſcanty are the means of ſubſiſtence, aril- 
ing from theſe and the like cauſes,. that, it 
is but too well known, many virtuous and 
decent young women, left deſolate with 
poor  uniriended children, have been com- 
pelled to the horrid neceſſity (and. we want 
not to be told, what numbers in this great 
city lie. in wait to improve, and turn to thie 
their own advantage that neceſſity) of pro 
curing bread by proſtitution] which no- 
thing could have induced them fo. to pro- 
cure, but the cries and tears; of hung 
children, craving repeated ſupplies of food 
which thus becomes the food of bitterncli 
to the mother, and renders life the moſt op 
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But I dwell not now on the peculiar 
hardſhips, difficulties and diſtreſſes of the 
female ſex: I dwell not upon the tempta- 
tions to which they are expoſed; in the 
free and unreſtrained uſe of which, cruel 
ſeducers even think themſelves juſtifiable $ 
| dwell not upon the ſuperior advantages, 
(if advantages they may be called) which 
our ſex hath over them; whoſe reputation 
ſuffers no ſtain even from an avowed in- 
dulgence in this vice; while one unhappy 
deviation blaſts the fair beauty of female ho- 
nour.— 1 dwell not upon theſe topics; they 
have been already ſufficiently handled. 

Suffer me only to remark, that the ſuc- 
ceſs of this undertaking ſerves above all 
things to recommend it, and to remove every 
objection which either caution or malevo- 
nce might have to urge againſt it l. Of 
the firſt two hundred women who volun+ 
wily ſought this happy covert from the 
orm, but a very inconſiderable number at 
lis time remains in the houſe; and ſome 
chem ſo perfectly happy and - ſatisfied: 
ith their ſituation, that they pray never to 
epart thence, and have intreated permiſſion

from the benevolent governors. of the charity,

Of the reſt, many have been introduced 
into decent ſervices, where they have con- 
ducted themſelves with ſo much propriety, 
that ſeveral have claimed and received that 
bounty, which the rules of the charity aſ- 
fign as an encouragement to thoſe who con- 
tinue a year in their ſervices, and meet the 
approbation of their ſuperiors: For, par- 
ticular application is given, not only to 
the habituating them all to induſtry, but 
likewiſe to the teaching the uninſtructed 
fuch branches of, female employ, as may 
qualify them for different provinces, and en- 
able them to get their livelihood with honeſty 
and credit, when they are. replaced . in the 
world,

An ankle young extatures wy in hee fit 
teenth year, was admitted into the houſe: 
her conduct was humble and blameleſs, ſuch 

2s became and denoted the penitent. After 
ber admiſſion, ſhe had the happineſs to be re- 
conciled to a mother who had felt the ſevereſt 
ſorrow for her miſconduct, who affectionately 
loved, and was beloved by her child. Not 
long ſince ſhe was ſeiſed with a mortal diſeaſe, 
which ſhe bore with chearfulneſs, fortitude, 
and reſignation. When ſhe perceived - the 
hour of death approaching, ſhe earneſtly de- 
fired to ſee her widowed parent, and to take 
herlaſt farewell. As ſoon as it was: poſſible, 
the afflicted mother came: the ſoul of the 
daughter ſeemed to revive at the voice of her 
parent. The interview was pathetic and af- 
ecting: none preſent could refrain from tears. 
But it was ſcarcely paſſed, ſcarce had the ten - 
der parent preſſed the cold and trembling lips 
of ber child, before the fluttering ſoul quitted 
its earthly habitation; as if it had only ſtaid 
to pay this tribute, and to perform thas n 
ns 101 filial duty and love.

In another place, this ſame 
Prophet has theſe remarkable words; The 
ars of heaven, and the conſtellations thereof 
ball not give their light ; The ſun ſhall be dark- 
ned in his going forth, and the moon ſhall not 
auſe her light to bine Which paſſage 
they who are unacquainted with the genius of 
the prophetical writings, and'their frequent 
reference to hieroglyphical ideas, would not 
eadily underſtand in its true and undoubted 
teaning, of the total deſtruction of the civil 
nd eccleſiaſtical polity of the Jews.

—Declarations, which muſt not only com 
fort you, under every gloom of doubt and

Since 
othing might be ſuppoſed ſo diſcouraging to 
your endeavours, and ſo afflicting to your 
ſouls, if really defirous to recover the loſt fa- 

vour of God,—as to be told, that all ſuch 

endeavours were fruitleſs, and that it was as. 
impoſſible for you to reform, as for the Ethio- 
pian to change his ſkin, or the Leopard his 
ſpots ; I have therefore been at the more pains 
to remove this diſcouragement ; and ſo to 
allure you, that, thro' the grace and mercy 
of Chriſt, no impediments lye in your way 
to ſalvation, except ſuch as may be laid by 
your own irregular paſſions and irreſolute 
efforts. | For, let me not- by any means de - 
ceive you, nor do you on any account deceive 
yourſelves, by imagining, that you have no- 
difficulties to encounter, no efforts to uſe. —— 
Far, very far from this is the caſe.—Tho? 
falvation thro? Chriſt, is freely offered to all 
who will repent, believe, and -amend their 
lives; tho' none are excluded from that ge- 
neral act of grace, which the Saviour pro- 
cured by his own blood; tho' ſins, deep in 
their dye as the crimſon, and numerous as

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the ſtars in the firmament, thro' that omni. 

potent grace will be cancelled and done away; 
Yet, let us forever remember, that in con- 

ſequence of ſuch forgiveneſs of the paſt, we 
muſt labour for the future to ſhew forth the 
fruits of repentance and faith, We muſt not 
only ceaſe to do evil, but learn to do well; 
not only abandon all our former ways of ini. 
quity, but ſerve God in righteouſneſs and 
hulineſs all the future days of our life. And 
though . it is undeniably certain, that God's 
grace, co-operating with our own. beſt endea- 
vours, is all-powerful to ſubdue and to change 
the worſt natures, and the worſt habits ; yet 
it is undeniable, that great watchfulneſs and 
care is required on our parts, in this beſt of 
combats. For, bad habits and cuſtoms are 
ſtubborn, and not ſubdued with idle, indiffe- 

rent and feeble efforts. We muſt exert all 
our ſtrength; we muſt apply to God for his 
continual aid; and while we ſtand upon our 
guard, in the regular uſe of all the means of 
grace, in the right diſcharge of our proper 
duties, in the performance of all things re- 
quired from us, habits of virtue will then 
gain the aſcendency. And, ſo lovely, ſo 
amiable, ſo correſpondent to our nature, ale 


Op and virtue, that we need not fear, 


when 
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when once we have taſted their delights, and 


made them habitual to us, that we ſhall ever 


be induced to fortake them entirely 3 ſhall 
eyer be ſuch enemies to ourſelves, as to quit 
the fountain of living waters, for the impure 
and unrefreſhing ſtreams of poiſonous vice.

he might ſave from inevitable ruin a periſh - 
ing race of creatures.” And while you ſeri- 
oully reflect upon your own many imperfec- 
tions and frequent deviations from the pure

with-hold that mercy from others, 'whereofl Su 
ve all ftand ſo much in need: you will never ſna1 
be forward to cloſe the door of forgiveneſ and 
and grace upon any of your fellow-creatures, 8 
knowing in how many things we offend all; pay 
and that if God ſhould be extreme to mal ih 
what we have done amiſs, few of us ſhoull 4 
be able to anſwer before him ! Truth itis I . 
and it would be well, if, according to our 4 
ſeveral connections, we would pay a ſtrid al 
attention to that truth, —That great is the - 
danger of contracting, and great the difficulty * 
of conquering, evil habits and vicious cul- ” 
toms. This ſhould render us very jealou & 
over our own ſouls, and particularly anxious Wi t, 
not to ſuffer corrupt and improper paſſions to C 
grow prevalent and habitual: while, for ou Wil - 
children, or thoſe any way related to us, we u 
ſhould uſe every wiſe and reaſonable effort, to *% 
tinct ure the young mind with the pureſt and i r. 

_ moſt laſting taſte of religion and virtue; to n 
inſtil every lovely principle of purity and 
truth; that ſo they may avoid the groſſer I 1. 
offences, and paſs thro? life, with a ſerene 1 
application to that law and that love, which 10 


is perfect freedom and perfect peace. 
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But, while thus careful to do all we can to 
evard ourſelves and others from the ſubtle 
ſnares of vice, to which a corrupted nature 
and an alluring world are continually tempt- 
ing; We ſhould be as careful, on the other 
hand, not to cloſe the golden door of 
mercy, which the Son of God himſelf came 
down from heaven to open : We ſhould be 
careful not to caſt the unhappy offenders into 
deſpondency and deſpair; nor with a ſeverity 
which is as dangerous as it is unſeemly in 
mortals, diſcourage the convicted ſinner from 
attempts to reform. From ſuch attempts, we 
have ſeen, good may always be expected; even 
the reformation of the vileſt ſinners ſhould: 
never be deſpaired of. For, it is certain, 
that there is left, even in the worſt of men, a 
natural ſenſe of the evil and unreaſonableneſs 
of fin, which can hardly ever be totally extin- 
guiſhed in human nature; and. when ſuch. 
have any thoughts of becoming better, they 
are apt to conceive good hopes of God's grace. 
and mercy : and when once they reſolve, 
who knows not how great the power of a fixed. 
reſolution? who knows not what man can; 
do, when urged to it by, an almoſt invincible 
determination“? — Well ſaid Pythagoras —.

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de that power and neceflity are neighbour, 
and never dwell far from each other.” 
Add to this, that the grace of God is never 
to be deemed unattainable by us; and to 
that grace, which they, who ſincerely aſk 
it, ſhall certainly obtain, all things are 
poſſible. —Conſiderations theſe, which will 
ſerve to convince us, that the reformation of 
the greateſt, moſt hardened and inveterate 
ſinners, may well be expected: Much more, 
the reformation of ſuch as theſe before you, 
who have many circumſtances to offer, in al. 
leviation of their guilt.— True, they have been 
accuſtomed to do evil ; but, they have gained 
one ſignal viaory, in that they have expreſſed 
their deſire to do good. This is no trifling 
circumſtance; they are not compelled to 
come in hither : it is the act of their own vo- 
luntary choice ; an act which witneſſes, that 
they are weary of their paſt crimes, and de- 
ſirous to repent and amend ; and Moraliſts 
have always eſteemed it the firſt ſtep to virtue, 
to have fled wholly from the practice of 
vice. 

Bear with me too a few minutes longer, 
while I obſerve in behalf of theſe unhappy 
Women, and to ſhew that they deſerve not to 


be ranked amongſt veteran and incorrigible

ſinners, —That many of them have never had 
the blefſed and unſpeakable advantages of a 
ſerious and religious Education, the tender 
care of parents, and the wiſe directions of ſo- 


WH licitous friends; but, left to be toſt on the 


billows of the world, they have been ſhip- 
| WI wrecked on vice; and no wonder, having no 
lot to ſteer them aright. Others again, 
have been deluded into the road of ruin by the 


ſtood ; and when undone, have been leit by 
heir ere! ſeducers, a miſerable prey to in- 
any and diſtreſs: and ſome ſo young, ſo very 


ninds hardened againſt all good impreſſions; 
Nay indeed, many, I might ſay the moſt 
art of thoſe who have entered here, have 
ewn themſelves ſo far from being hardened, 
lat they have expreſſed the utmoſd deteſtation 
ftheir way of life; and ſome, ſuch tender 
d affecting ſentiments, as would do no gi” 
edit to unpolluted virtue. { 

But alas! wretched and ruined, Ares 
ſhame and ſorrow, reputation and virtue

and ſuffering! Dreadful alternative to the if gr 
mother, either to ſee her child, her much 
loved, though unfortunate child, periſh with ch 


port by the horror of proſtitution! yet to this 
dire neceflity many broken-hearted mother; 
have been reduced! and thus the beſt and 
moſt tender parental affection has reigned in 
the woman's breaft, while the poor afflicted 
wretch has been compelled to a way of lik 
moſt deteſtable and ſhocking to her 
You would not doubt of the reformatio 
of ſuch a one, if an opportunity to reform and 
to regain her credit in the world could bs 
given her. But here, and here only, ſuch a 
opportunity is given; an opportunity, al 
ready embraced by many, and by many, wt 
have the utmoſt reaſon to believe, truly i 
proved. I could eaſily mention many circum 
ſtances more, to ſhew how great objects 
compaſſion theſe women are; but [I have al 
ready treſpaſſed too much on your patience 
Let me only add, that one chance, at lealſercat 
for reformation and life, ſhould unqueſtionab 
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be given in a chriſtian and humane country, 
like ours, to every ſinner, however guilty; 
and no chance, no poſſible chance for repen- 
tance and amendment of life is given to thefe 
ſinners, (whether more guilty than many 

WF others we enquire not now) — No other 
chance, but what this houſe of mercy affords, 
s given to thoſe who once were the objects of 
ſolicitude and. tender care; and who, even if 
betrayed by their own paſſions, have been be- 
trayed by. paſſions the moſt prevalent and uni- 
verſal—ſuch, as we ought not to condemn 
too ſeverely ; and with a view to which our 
Saviour's words may be applied, Let that 
perſon, who is without ſin, unconſcious of

Nothing 
can be more magnificent and awful, than 
he account handed down to us, of the Dedi- 
cation of the fir Temple at Feruſalem, by 
boloman : The ſecond was conſecrated with 
equal Piety, though with much leſs ſplendour; 
and it is to that event the Prophet alludes in 
be Text; aſſuring Zerubbabel, one of the 
eaders of the people from the Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity, that he ſhould accompliſh the great 
work which he had in commiſſion ; that by 
de power of the Lord, he ſhould riſe ſupe-

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rior to every difficulty, and remove every ob- 
ſtruction which might lie in the way: The 
great Mountain before him ſhould become a plain; 
and,. triumphant over every obſtacle, he 
ſhould bring forth the Head-/lone with Shout- 
ings : He ſhould place the 1p, or finiſping- fm. 
upon the walls of the Temple; while the

won that firſt and effential truth of Chri/tian 
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guiſh of a bleeding conſcience * ; and affords, lf duc 
through the pardoning Grace of Chriſt, that 
peace to the Soul, which wanting, every hope 
of worldly peace and ſatisfaction is vain. 

So ſuperior is the Soul, and ſo exquiſite and 
important its pleaſures, and its pains, that 
Charity attentive to its welfare only, woull 
certainly claim the higheſt favour from n. 
tional and immortal Beings : But, while 
peculiarly attentive to the great concerns of 
the Soul, our Inſtitution is by no means in- 
different to thoſe of the Body; ; and I think we 
may fairly pronounce, that more horrible 
and diſtreſsful Miſery, cannot fall within the 
reach of human meicy, than that which is 
the obje& of this admirable Inſtitution. 

Called upon ſo often to plead in this cauſe

ſenſe of this difficulty, and theſe diſtreſſes, 
which, when the Charity was propoſed, 
raiſed in the public ſo great an approbation of 
it; and procured it a ſupply, liberal beyond 
what almoſt any other charitable undertaking 
experienced, in the ſame compaſs of time. 

The peculiarity of the undertaking, the
